or spiritual value. It has remained 
for Dr. David Starr Jordan, the chan- 
cellor of Stanford University, to 
tell us that human life is the most 
precious thing in the world from the 
coldest materialistic point of view. 
This eminent student of i 

instructs us that the value of the av- 
erage human life to the world in dol- 
lars and cents is set at $2900. As 
there are 100,000,000 of 
human beings in the United States, it 
is easy to see that at this estimate the 
greatest sum of material values cen- 
ters in this mass of humanity. 


We have had discussions in eco. 
nomics ing to the conservation of 
the natural forces of the country, to 
the vention of destructive fires 
and s, and to every other branch 
of conserving the natural wealth of 
the nation, crude and developed. 

It is but the other day since we be- 

to conserve human life in an ear- 
nest and intelligent way. In view of 
the fact brought out so pointedly by 
the university chancellor quoted 
above, it is only reasonable to look 
for a more earnest effort toward the 
conservation of this greatest material 
wealth we have. — 

The average period of human life at 
the present time is probably about 35 
years, a little extension within the 
past half-century. But still the 
greatest mortality takes place among 
the children of the race, and if this 
could be stopped, = no doubt it 
might be, we should have in a -

His shafts of ridicule and 
bolts of invective have been aimed 
mostly at those who have done the 
most in the development of American 
industries, simply because they have 
been rich. It seems to us a safe 
guess that Mr. Sulzer has violated 
the ninth commandment more fre- 
quently than perhaps any other man 
in public life. 

The other day a woman came for- 
ward and formally charged this _re- 
former with having betrayed her un- 
der a promise of. marriage which he 
broke, and the only reply from the re- 
forming Governor was that it was a 
political plot aimed at his ruin.

Sulzer to 
the effect that he perjured himself 
when he swore to the amount of 
money he had spent in his campaign 
for the Governorship, and again the 
reformer cries “conspiracy !” 

As a whole, we Americans are too 
prone to receive with enthusiasm all 
charges of wrong-doing made against 
those who have succeeded in life 
above the average, and we are also 
too prone to take the noisy, spectacu- 
lar reformer at his own value of him- 
self and his services. 

But with men like Sulzer of New 
York and O’Hara of Illinois among 
the reformers, we may expect to see

The men who made the American 
Constitution have no superiors in the 
history of the world as statesmen and 
law-givers. Among other wise pro- 
visions made in that or law is 
one that exempts each of these 
branches from control or even inter- 
ference on the part of another branch. 

Among the most dan us tenden- 
cies of the immediate times in which 
we live is one whose effect is to de- 
stroy this independence of one branch 
of the government from control by 
another, and the most dangerous fea- 
ture is that a large minority, if not a 
majority, of the people approve of this 
change and applaud the person who 
thus breaks down the Constitution. 

Is there an intelligent and unbiased 
mind in the country so blind as not to 
see that the President of the United 
States today is really dictating legis- 
lation to Congress on every important 
part of the laws presented in the pres- 
ent Congress? 

Now we have several Senators 
openly charging and _ proclaiming 
their ability to prove that the Execu- 
tive has been interfering with the 
judges in their functions, setting spies 
upon the Federal courts, dictating to 
the judges their decisions and punish- 
ing the recalcitrants by denying them 
promotion to which they would be 
justly entitled under an independent 
of the government, in 
which the Executive did not try to 
usurp the functions allotted to the 


courts. 

It is an exceedingly dangerous pro- 
ceeding, and as nator Borah of 
Idaho said in the Senate, that much 
as he would regret either procedure, 
it would be better to have Federal 
judges elected by a direct vote of the 
people than appointed by the Presi. 
dent, and the judiciary submitted to 
drastic effects of the recall, than 
to have a judiciary under secret du- 
ress on the part of the President. 
And no matter how many advanced 
Democrats and Progressive Republic- 
ans may differ from this view and 
applaud the colonel with the big stick 
or the schoolmaster with the marti- 
net, yet Senator Borah is correct.

chief's remonstrances. By this time old 
Joseph had become blind and feeble and 
could no longer apeak fur his people. It 
was then that young Joseph took his fath- 
er’s place as hereditary chief and made his 
first speech to white men. Said he to the 
agent who held the council: “The white 
man has no right to come here and take 
our land; it has always belonged to the 
Nez-Perces Indians, and we intend to defend 
it with our lives.” 

The agent informed him he had orders 
from Washington for his band to move 


upon the Lapway reservation. Joseph re 
plied that they would not go; that they were 
happy and contented where they were, and 
all they asked was te be let alone. Soon 
after this Joseph's father died. He prom- 
ised his father on his dying bed that he 
would protect their land with his life. 
Joseph soon saw ‘hat they must either go 
to the reservation or fight, and said he 
would rather go than to have the blood of 
white men upon the hands of his people. 
He saw that war was inevitable. On Octo- 
ber 5, 1877, he surrendered to Gen. Miles. 
He and his band were finally taken to Quaw 
Paw agency, Indian Territory, where a great 
number of them died from malaria. Joseph

ASHINGTON (D. C.)—I spent an 
evening this week with a man who 
for more than half a century has 

been molding the affairs of nations—a man 

who has formed not only an integral part of 
our domestic and diplomatic history, but 


written from day to day, but only as mat- 
ters of interest and importance sprang up. 
Some parts of it came from the private pa- 
pers in the possession of Li Hung Chang's 
family. Other parts were found in the rec- 
ords which he left in the archives of the 
yamens at Shanghai, Tientsin and Canton. 
Many of the notes were written at Peking, 
and not a few were dashed off at the close 
of his interviews with the Empress Dowa- 
ger, Prince Ching and others of the highest 
Chinese officials. Im all cases he handles 
things without gloves, saying just what he 
thinks, describing just what occurred and 
making emphatic observations thereon. He 
usually speaks of the Empress Dowager as 
the “Old Buddha,” and often tells how she 
went into a rage and ordered him out of her 
presence. At the end of one interview he 


writes that the Old Buddha manifested an.

In many industries, particularly railroads, 
mines, smelters, timber, factories, oil, rub- 
ber and insurance, the American capital em- 
ployed in Mexico far exceeds that of the

New York, naturally, has the 
largest share, but Pittsburgh has a consid- 
erable inverest.
